MOSCOW, Aug. 27 CUPD-— 
Former . Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev was rdeased today 
from thfi Kremlin hospital after 
a three-month bout with a 
heart ailment. He returned to 
the life of obscurity common 
to Soviet “country squires” on 
pension. 

A black Chauffer-driven Volga 
carrying Mrs. Khrushchev pulled 
up. at the hospital at 11 am, 
ftrwi five minutes later Mr. 
Khrushchev was -on his way to 
hisdacha. 

A vegetarian dinner personally 
prepared by Mrs. Khrushchev 
was ready for him and a group 
of relatives in. the dacha at 
Pefcwo-Dalnya, 25 miles from 
the capital 

The spacious vxtla, set among 
birch trees In the Moscow 
country-side, belongs to the 
government, as do the car and 
five-room city apartment as- 
signed to Mr. Khrushchev strap 
his ouster in October, 1964.

The 76-year-old former pre- 
mier, who was reported never 
to have been seriously ill before, 
found himself immobile a ofl 
confined to bed after going to 


the hospital on June 6 for a 
routine medical check. He had 
suffered a burst blood vessel, 
but a thorough medical exam- 
ination disclosed a non-rhyth- 
mic heart beat, for which the 
doctors ordered him to bed, flat 
on his back, for several weeks.

Polish Crew 
Foils Attempt 
At Hijacking 

Pirate’s Bomb Injures 

Himself, Ten Others 

WARSAW, Aug. 27 (Reuters) 

A man tried to hijack a Polish 
airliner to Vienna yesterday, and 
set off an explosive device that 
wounded ten passengers as well as 
seriously injuring himself, the 
Polish news agency PAP reported 
today. 

The air crew defied the 
hijacker and “thanks to their 
coolness of mind” the plane land- 
ed safely at Katowice in Southern 

Poland, PAP said There were 37 
passengers and four crew on to 
airliner. 

PAP said to plane had just left 
Katowice on a 55-minute flight to 
Warsaw, 175 miles on the north, 
when one of the passengers, 
threatening to use explosives, 
demanded that the stewardess have 
the captain direct the plane to 
Vienna. 

‘Manipulating the explosives, the 
terrorist caused an explosion 
seriously injuring himself anri 
causing wounds to ten passen- 
gers,” the agency said. It added 
that the hijacker, Rudolf Olma, 
27, had a criminal record. 

The airliner then turned back 
to Katowice and landed there just 
ten minutes after takeoff. Its 
prompt return made it possible to 
give swift medical aid to the injur- 
ed.

U.S. Rejects Soviet Proposal 
To Ban Gas, Germ Weapons 


GENEVA, Aug. 27 (Reuters).— 
The United States today rejected 
as a basis for negotiation a Com- 
munist draft convent! cm to ban 
gas and germ weapons simulta- 
neously to grip composite agree- 
ment. 

James Leonard, the U.S. dele- 
gate, told the 25-nation Geneva 
disarmamen t conference that the 
draft convention, backed by the 
Soviet Union and six of its al lies, 
simply did not measure, up to its 
proclaimed objectives. 

Observers regarded his 4,000- 
ward speech criticizing the Soviet 
draft as a considerable hardening 
of to UB. position. 

The United States favors an 
alternative British draft, w hich 
would outlaw germ weapons first 
while allowing continued discus- 
sion on gas weapons. 

Problems Ignored 

Mr. Leonard said that the Soviet 
draft convention did not begin to 
cope with the problems that were 
inherent to the task of controlling 
chemical weapons. 

It was Impossible to tell from 
studying the text, or the explana- 
tions that have been given to the 
conference, what was being pro- 
hibited, he said. And whatever was 
being prohibited, the means of veri- 
fication were “virtually nonexistent.' 

At the last meeting of the con- 
ference, on Tuesday, all 12 non- 
aligned states taking part backed 
the Soviet view that gas and germ 
weapons should be dealt with to- 
gether. But their joint memoran- 
dum did not mention either the 
Soviet or to British drafts.

U.S. Study Finds 
Built-In Dangers 
In School Buses 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 CNYT). 
— The National Transportation 
Safety Board reported yesterday 
that many school bus passengers 
were exposed' to unnecessary haz- 
ards arising from “inadequate and 
inefficient” bolting and riveting of 
components of school bus bodies. 

The board, an advisory arm of 
the Department of Transporta- 
tion. published a special study by 
its Bureau of Transportation Safety 
that pinpointed such, structural 
defects as a contributory factor in 
deaths and- injuries in two school 
bus crashes. The circumstances of 
these and at least two other ac- 
cidents Indicate that “the prob- 
lems of inadequate assembly are 
not restricted to any one type of 
bus, but are fairly widespread,” the 
board said. 

pie bolts and rivets are used to 
join both exterior and interior 
panels and to secure them to to 
framework of school bus bodies. 

Failure of such fasteners to 
hold exterior panels together in 
crashes and to provide support for 
other structural parts has con- 
tributed to “disintegration” of 
school bus bodies and “Is an impli- 
ed threat to future school bus 
crashes,” according to the study. 

The firaHwgfl were based mainly 
on investigations of school bus 
crashes at Decatur, Ala, on April 
1968, and at Huntsville, Ala, 
on Nov, 19, 1968. Four pupils were 
killed and 42 other occupants in- 
jured m Decatur. At . Huntsville, 
one pupil was killed and 25 oc- 
cupants were injured Both crashes 
involved brake failures. 


BONN. Aug. 27 (Reuterzl.— West 
Germany’s Christian Democratic 
opposition, in a statement criticiz- 
ing the new Soviet-West German 
treaty, yesterday charged to Bonn 
government with threatening the 
fundamentals of Western European 
and NATO alliance policies. 

The party leadership met yester- 
day to discuss details of the treaty, 
signed in Moscow on Aug. 12, and 
to specify its reservations about 
the pact's terms. 

Party rhairman Kurt Georg 
Kiesinger summarized the Christ- 
ian Democratic criticism in five 
points: 

» The right of to German peo- 
ple to self-determination is en- 
dangered; 

» The fixing of borders can only 
be done in a full peace treaty; 

• Concrete Improvements to re- 
lations between East and west 
Germany, above all more freedom 
of movement, have not been 
guaranteed; 

• Questions about the security 
of West Berlin and its future re- 
main unclarified; 

• The policy of the Bonn gov- 
ernment, on -which the treaty is 
based, threatens the fundamentals 
of Western integration and North 
Atlantic Treaty alliance policies. 

Mr. Kiesinger said the treaty 
showed Bonn had made unilateral 
concessions without obtaining any- 
thing to return from Russia. 

But he repeated that the opposi- 
tion wanted to discuss to whole 
range of Bonn’s East European 
policies with the government. 

The statement, made to the 
names of the Christian Democrats 


themselves and Franz-Josef Strauss' 
autonomous Bavarian Christian 
Social Union, was seen here as 
an attempt by the opposition to 
shore up internal differences of 
opinion on the treaty.

T n c a pflcit-nfrmg gas is not a 
weapon of mass destruction, he 
said. He asked . whether elimina- 
tion of all forms of mass-destruc- 
tion weapons together, as some 
Communist spokesmen had sug- 
gested, would mean that a gas- 
and-germ-weepon ban would have 
to wait for agreement on nuclear 
weapons. 

He recalled that the Soviet de- 
legate had frequently stated that 
implementation of the British draft 
would promote an increase to gas 
weapons and commented: “This 
assertion cannot be supported 
either by experience or logic." 

Production Halted 

The United States completely 
halted production of biological 
weapons after President Nixon 
unilaterally renounced them last 
November. 

During that time, we have also 
not "reduced any lethal chemical 
weapons and we are not produc- 
ing them at this time,” he said. 

“We do not believe that any 
country will be stimulated to 
greater production of chemical 
weapons by a treaty obligation to 
renounce biological weapons.” Mr. 
Leonard said. The two types of 
weapons broadly serve different 
functions, he said.

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The Draft: Reform and Abolition 


There is a strong emotional and political 
appeal In the idea of eliminating the draft 
by raising military pay so as to attract more 
volunteers, especially in this pre-election 
season. The draft has become intensely 
unpopular. Its inequities, even In Its modi- 
fied form, axe still shocking in a democratic 
land. Some experts raise serious question 
as to whether the existing Selective Service 
Act can be relied upon to supply the military 
manpower that the country must have for 
an adequate national defense. To many 
Individuals in the younger generation who 
have been, disillusioned by the war In South- 
east Asia, the whole idea of drafting men 
to fight against their will is deeply offensive. 

Despite all these currents of national 
sentiment running against the draft, how- 
ever. the Senate voted 52 to 35 against the 
Hatfield- Gold water amendment designed to 
end it. To its credit, the Senate refused to 
be carried away by the tides of popular 
opinion. Its vote does not appear to mean 
that a majority of Its members are opposed 
to a volunteer system but rather that before 
the draft can be ended some workable sys- 
tem must be put in its place. 

Sponsors of the amendment argued vehe- 
mently that the proposed higher pay would 
attract more recruits and that, as a result. 
Congress might not have to renew the 
Selective Service law next year. But in the 
current temperament of the country it seems 
improbable, as Sen. Stennls said, that an 
additional $160 a month would bring In 
enough volunteers. Only about 800 men a 
month now volunteer for combat duty. It 
is estimated that more than twice that many 
will be needed to sustain even the irtitrfnmiw 
force of ground combat troops that will 
remain in Vietnam next spring under the 
withdrawal schedule. We hope that our 
military involvement In Southeast Asia wffl 


be wound up at the earliest possible moment, 
but national policy should not be dictated 
by a lack of military manpower to make 
official decisions effective. 

One other powerful factor weighed upon 
the Senate, The Gates Commission, which 
proposed the policy of transition to a volun- 
tary defense service, estimated military pay 
could be raised to a par with that in civilian 
life at a cost of 3.24 billion dollars. Current 
estimates are substantially higher. With 
the possibility of a 10 - billion -dollar federal 
deficit already looming, both the administra- 
tion and Congress are loath to add another 
4 billion dollars plus in expenditures at a 
time when the costs of the war are still 
astronomical. In our view, equity demands 
higher pay for the men who bear the brunt 
of the fighting, but major adjustments of 
tbis sort cannot be brought about overnight. 

We agree with the thoughtful analysis of 
Stewart Alsop in the current Newsweek 
which concludes that the present draft sys- 
tem must be changed because its inequities 
have become intolerable. New incentives 
designed to bring riflemen as well as exec- 
utives and technicians Into the Army will 
have to be tested In practice. And If the 
country is to rely chiefly upon a professional 
defense system in peacetime, new means 
will have to be devised of luring men into 
the organized reserves. Some form of selec- 
tive service may have to be maintained, at 
least on a standby basis, for the Indefinite 
future. 

Having rejected the experimental plunge 
advocated by Sens. Hatfield and Goldwater. 
Congress should now get on with the dif- 
ficult business of carefully devising a new 
system and of finding the funds to support 
it

Agnew as 'Nixon’s Nixon’ 


Butterfl ies Time 
For Democrats 

By David S. Broder 
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Tt is an unfortunate truth that a protest 
group such aa the Women** Liberation move- 
ment can only make itself heard if it speaks 
at the top of its voice and resorts to 
publicity-seeking exhibitionism. The suf- 
fragettes of a half-century ago, whose great 
triumph— the Nineteenth Amendment— was 
commemorated Wednesday, were often noisy 
and obstreperous. Their successor* of today 
go on strike, march down Fifth Avenue and 
"‘liberate” the Statue of Lfaerty. But the 
attention-getting antics do not detract from 
the substance of the demand for full equality 
put forward by modem women. 

There has been a revotation in the status 
of women and tt Is sfcffi going on. Th& 
Women’s Liberation movement 1* more Its 
progeny than Its progenitor. This revolution 
is. in large measure, a product of science 
and wealth. Because Western societies are 
Increasingly rich, they can afford to educate 
more of their women and provide than 
with leisure. Because science he* ettminated 
most of the drudgery, U not the tedium, of 
farm work and household work, millions of 
women are free to leave the field* and the 
kitchens and work beside men fa offices 
and factories. 

Once such a revolution fa education and 
work took place— and tt bos been going for- 
ward with accelerating momentum fa the 
United States and Western Europe for more 
than a century — It became logically Impos- 
sible for men to sustain the pretension that 
masculine dominance was Inherently natural 
or necessary. The spread of birth control 
devices has virtually completed, this revo- 
lution by freeing women from the risk of 
unwanted pregnancies, the risk which here- 
tofore has always hobbled women seeking 
the freedom men enjoy. 

Now all that remains is for laws and 
popular attitudes to catch up with the new 
facts of equality. The three main planks fa 
the platform of the Women's Liberation 
movement are unexceptionable. This news- 
paper has for many years advocated dras- 


tically liberalized abortion laws. Additional 
child care centers are clearly desirable to 
assist mothers who work. There is no good 
reason why universities and professional 
organizations continue to discourage quali- 
fied women from entering certain professions 
or block their advancement If they do. 
There could well be thousands of additional 
women fa engineering, architecture, medicine 
and other traditionally masculine profes- 
sions. 

With regard to the equal rights amend- 
ment to the constitution, we continue to 
believe that the House of Representatives 
was opportunistic rather than thoughtful in 
whooping through this proposal a few weeks 
ago. Sound as is the measure's goal. It Is 
up to the Senate to explore the implications 
of the amendment's broad language and 
make certain that it does not Inadvertently 
weaken the protection of working women or 
the property rights of wives. This Is a 
matter for .careful legislating, not for emo- 
tionalism or political gestures. 

The vanguard women who write the books 
and lead the protests of the current move- 
ment are not necessarily going to he the 
models of the women of the future any more 
than most women of 50 years ago adopted 
the militancy of Busan B. Anthony or Carrie 
Chapman Catt. But old concepts like 
“illegitimacy" and the “double standard" 
will gradually disappear. Those women who 
have no taste for marriage or childbearing 
will feel less constrained by society to adopt 
roles which are uncongenial 

But many values will remain little altered. 
The family has proved to he a tough, durable 
human institution In many different social 
settings. Many women will continue to find 
their most satisfying fulfillment In hearing 
children and raising them. Like other 
revolutions fa human history, the revolution 
fa the status of women will change much 
and will leave much else unchanged. 
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Agnew to Southeast Asia 

Mr. Agnew will doubtless have some dif- 
ficulty in reassuring the allies or his coun- 
try fa Southeast Asia, since such Is 
apparently his mission. The Nixon, doctrine 
is in fact universally interpreted as aimed 
at U.S. disengagement. Mr. Agnew will 
point out that this interpretation Is only 
partially exact, as proven by the recent 
interventions in Cambodia and Laos, and 
that the withdrawal of American forces is 
to be offset by increased U.S. aid. . . 

But he will also have to admit that the 
Congress currently does not allow the Presi- 
dent to conduct operations as he pleases... 


The UB. President, commander fa chief of 
the armed forces, can theoretically send 
troops where he deems It useful. But he 
cannot spend a cent without the express 
authorization of the Congress, even If that 
cent was to economize on American lives. 

This is why the Thai still have not sent 
troops to Cambodia. . Mr. Agnew will 
doubtless explain that the United States Is 
in the midst of an election campaign. . . 

But nothing indicates that the next UB. 
Congress will be more docile, that Is to say 
will finally accept a presidential policy 
which so far has not won brilliant successes.

WASHINGTON. — Gene Mc-

Spiro Agnew being “Nixon's Nixon" 
provides a useful corrective to the 
exaggerated hullabaloo over the 
Vice-President’s role in the coming 
election, for despite all the Repub- 
lican ballyhoo and the Democratic 
groaning, Mr. Agnew is second 
b anana . 

The top banana is Mr. Nixon 
himself. And matters have been 
arranged so that it will be possible 
for Mr. Nixon, to be very active 
around election time, speaking on 
matters of vital national interest as 
a non-partisan President of all the 
people. 

To be sure, the Vice-President is 
not going to be mute and invisible. 
Once again he will make heard in 
the land the familiar. cry that the 
Democrats are "squlshy-soft” when 
it comes to standing up to the 
Commies. There will ring out anew 
the charge that they don't have 
the guts to deal with racial 
violence and campus unrest Simi- 
larly with the accusation that they 
are permissive about drugs, por- 
nography, and long hair. 

Fatcat Target 

But mast of this preaching will 
be a dressed to the true believers. 
Mr. Agnew is the man for getting 
Republican latcats to ante up the 
big ones at fund-raisers. His stuff 
is tbe stuff the troops need to 
go out and fight harder. And that 
could be important in the smaller 
states of the South and West where 
the Democrats are on the defensive 
and a mood of stupefied ennui about 
politics seems guaranteed to yield 
a low turn-out. 

But Mr. Agnew is everywhere not 
the political equivalent of Alad- 
din’s lamp, in New York, New 
Jersey. Connecticut, Pennsylvania 
and Texas, he Is apt to scare off 
the moderate voters Republican 
candidates need to go over the 
top. In Ohio he cannot undo the 
big issue, which is Republican cor- 
ruption. In Illinois he cannot great- 
ly harm the- Senate bid of Adlal 
Stevenson, who has the insulation 
of Mayor Richard Daley of Chi- 
cago. Nor is there much he can 
do in California that Ronald Rea- 
gan can't do better. 

The man who can make a dent 
in these states is the President 
himself. He can do it, as he did 
last year in the New Jersey and 
Virginia gubernatorial elections, by 
addressing himself to the nation 
on the grave issues of peace and 
war. And the key function for the 
Vice-President now, as It was when 
Mr. Nison was Vice-President to 

General Eisenhower, Is to underline 
by contrasting behavior the Pres- 
ident's special status as statesman 
of high principle. 

Over-Kill 

That explains the Agnew over- 
kill. It explains why one week 
Mr. Agnew kicks the stuffings out 
of Senators George McGovern and 
Mark Hatfield and their proposed 
deadline for troop withdrawal from 
Veitnam, while the next week tbe 
administration Issues only the mild* 
est comment on the same proposal 
as made by Senator Edmund Mus- 
kie. It explains why Mr. Agnew 
paints Democratic National Chair- 
man Lawrence O’Brien In the 
blackest terms only days after 
President Nixon hails him a* one 
of the architects of postal reform 
By no mere chance, moreover, 
there occur right around election 
time several occasions for presi- 
dential appeals to the nation. The 
strategic arms limitation talks with 
Russia resume . in Helsinki an 
November the day before elec- 
tions.

Cairo and the Truce 

By William Tuohy 


C AIRO.— Israel’s irate charges 
that the Egyptians Rus- 
sians axe purposely violating the 
Suez Canal cease-fire by moving 
weapons into the area are pointedly 
played down by almost everyone 
In official circles here. 

“What is there to get so excited 
about?" asked one Egyptian - of- 
ficial. “Let's get on with the peace 
talks at the United Nations." 
“There have probably been some 
violations on both sides," admitted 
a well-placed Russian. "But this is 
to be expected fa any cease-fire." 

"We still have no conclusive 
evidence that the Israeli charges 
are correct," added an American 
diplomat. 

This offhand and elliptical reac- 
tion to Israel’s claims that the 
Egyptians installed BAM missiles 
after the cease-fire worries some 
Western observers here who fear 
that the Egyptians may be badly 
misjudging the depth of Israeli 
sentiment on the Issue- 
Arid they fear that any future 
violations may well affect the peace 
talks now under way in New York 
and the Israelis’ willingness to 
deal with or trust Cairo. 

But what Is regarded with the 
utmost seriousness fa Jerusalem 
and TCI Aviv is seen here by the 
Egyptians, at least, as mostly 
Israeli propaganda. 

The Egyptians point out that 
the Americans have not backed up 
Israeli charges, and they further 
assert that they have photographs 
to show Israeli bulldozers at work 
after the cease-fire building up the 
Bar-Lev Line fortifications along 
tbe canal’s east bank. 

General View 
Western Observers here stress . 
that they do not have access to 
the kind of intelligence presumably 
available to American and Israeli 
reconnaissance planes overflying 
the canal zone. 

But the most Impartial observers 
here generally concede that there 
was some movement of rateff T cg 
after the cease-fire on the night 

Of August 7-8, 

According to this view. President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser made an 
llth-hour attempt to beef up his 
missile defense east of fate stand- 
still line, which runs 50 kilometer* 
on both sides of the canal.' 

Informed observers believe that 
the Egyptians were not quick or 
efficient; enough to get all the low- 
level 5AM-3s Into place before the 
deadline, and that the installation, 
therefore, continued, a few day* 
after the cease-fire. . 

Egyptian sources here indicate 
that many of the SAM batteries 
had alternate sites constructed 
previously about two kilometers 
from the main sites. 

They say that the movement of - 
missiles subsequently recorded by 
Israel may have been the transfer 
of the missiles themselves to the 
alternate sites while tbe primary 
bases were undergoing main- ' 
tenance. 

Thus these Egyptian sources say 
Nasser has not technically violated 
the agreement which provides: 
“Neither side will Introduce or 
construct any new military instal- 
lations fa AtvHyftioa 


. within the zones will be limited 
to the maintenance of existing 
Installations at their present sites 
and positions and to the rotation 
and supply of forces presently 
within the zones.” 

Egyptian, Russian, and Western 
sources in Cairo all continue to 
believe that Nasser still, wants a 
peaceful settlement despite the 
uproar over the activity in the 
standstill zone. 

Why then would Nasser violate, 
if indeed he did. the standstill? 

According to the most informed 
judgments here, Nasser wished to 
move as much of his air defense 
equipment as passible forward — 
without actually provoking^* break 
in the peace discussions: '! 

“Nasser wants to -have: it both 
ways ” commented one reliable 
observer here. “If the peace talks 
succeed, all well and good. But 
if they fafl , and the chances are 
that they will fail, then he can 
show his generals and anyone else 
who opposed the talks that Egypt 
is fa a better defensive position 
than before the peace initiative • 
began.” 

While the Israelis question Naa*' 
sets “intent” fa the alleged stand- 
still violations, diplomatic observers 
here take a different tack. . 

"Look at the bridges that Nasser 
has burned fa the Interest of a 
settlement" commented one senior 
Western official. "He has token 
on the Wrath of Iraq, Algeria and 
Syria. The eastern command has 
been totally disrupted. He ha* _ 
shut dawn the Arab commando ' 
radio stations and thrown the 
whole Palestinian movement Into a 

turmoil. 

"No Arab leader would risk such 
disruption unless he ’.were serious 
fa his intent to reach, a settle- 
ment." 

Changing Odds 

But American diplomats admit 
that "quiet diplomacy” is .under 
way to dissuade -Nasser and the 
Russians from standstill violations.- - 
Western diplomats here .believe 
that the Russians, too, *tlll favor, 
a settlement but they may - have 
gone along with Nasser- In moving 
up missiles because the Soviets 
traditionally push an advantage as 
far as possible. 

As for tbe .additional mistrust 
engendered in Israel by the Egyp- 
tian maneuvering, one diplomat in- 
volved fa the negotiations said: 
"There is a total lack of confidence 
on both sides to begin with. We 
don’t hope for a rebirth of con- 
fidence but merdy to work out . 
arrangements that can be kept 
and supervised-” ■ 

When. President Nasser accepted 
the American peace proposals on 
July 23, he. said he thought the 
chance of success was less than 
1 percent. Recently, he told a 
visitor that the chances now were 
“a little leas than one in ■four.” 

By this standard, the' odds were 
looking better. 

But the fear among some West- 
ern diplomats here is . that if Nas- 
ser plays fast and loose with the 
standstill agreement, he may pro- 
voke the kind of response ft om 
tbe Israelis that will foreclose any 
hope of eventual settlements

Presidents have done just sue} 
t.bfag s in the past— with varyfcy 
results. John Kennedy’s magnifi- 
cent coolness fa the Cuban mb- 
sELe crisis stopped the GOP cam- 
paign. of 1962 dead fa its tracks 
But Lyndon Johnson's “pOgrimagi 
for peace” to Manila just befarr 
the 1866 election Impressed no ooi 
— and the Republicans sranec 
sweeping gains. 

This year, the situation seemi 
ripe for a dramatic presldentla' 
intervention. Interest fa the cam- 
paign so far has been minimal. Polls . 
in state after state show one-third 
or mare of the voters still undecid- 
ed. Supposedly entrenched Demo- 
cratic incumbents are drawing 50 ; 
percent of the vote or even less. 
Such polls are a warning of trouble. 
An incumbent who has failed to 
sway half the voters to his side by 
this time is obviously fa danger of 
being upset. When voter sentiment 
has jelled as little as it has this 
year, any last-minute action by 
the President that wins strong ap- 
proval could be dynamite. 

Add to tbis the fact that many 
of the Democratic senatorial can- 
didates are hard up for cash, and 
the reasons for their nervousness 
become very plain Indeed. The 
lament Is almost universal. Howard 
Metzenbaum In Ohio can’t raise 
money because everyone knows he - 
is wealthy himself. Albert Gore fa 
Tennessee cant raise money be- 
cause too many people think he is 
likely to lose. William Froxmire 
fa Wisconsin cant raise money 
because everyone believes he's cer- 
tain to win; The reasons vary from 
state to state but the result is the 
same. Few Democrats are going to 
have the money to match the 
television blitz their Republican 
opponents may mount fa the final ' ■ 
two weeks of the race. Richard 
Ottfager fa New York will out- 
spend everyone In his way, but he 
is the exception among the Demo- 
crats, not the rule. 

All these problems, and more, 
were laid before an emergency ’■ 
meeting of top labor politicians in 
Washington on Tuesday. And then , 
the question was, "What should 
we do to rescue our Democratic . 
friends?” 

One staff member pondered a 
moment and said: "Let's just pas 
out -flag decals at the supermar- 
kets, and pray.”

Wolfson, 59, served nine months 
of a one-year sentence for selling 
unregistered securities. He is ap- 


pealing another conviction for ob- 
structing a Securities and Exchange 
fj nmwtiip ififln investigation. 

He told the subcommittee of nu- 
merous Instances of sexual abuses 
by' older prisoners .against young 
Inmates and of sick prisoners being 
refused medical attention.

The tabloid, with a circulation of 
5 mflllan. tolled to publish to- 
day’s issue after newsmen at the 
paper's London office left their 
desks last night for a MT ri o n meet- 
ing over colleagues. 

The meeting considered com- 
pensation payments to members of 

the defunct Mirror Magazine, who 
had not been offered alternative 
jobs. It lasted five hours. 

Today, the newsmen agreed at 
8:50 pm. to allow the National 
Union of Jou rnalis ts to continue 
the negotiations far their col- 
leagues, and then returned to work. 

Journalists at the Mirror’s of- 
fices in Manchester, where the 
first two editions had been produc- 
ed normally, had been called upon 
last night by their London col- 
leagues to join the strike. 

The Mirror Magazine, a weekly 
color supplement, ceased publica- 
tion last month, after less than a 
year in production, because of lack 
of advertising revenue. 

Meanwhile, shop stewards who 
had organized a component supply 
strike which par tially immo- 
bilized Britain’s auto industry for 
two weeks, decided today to ask 
the men to return to work. 

The strike, which deprived car 
and truck assembly lines of wheel 
units, was over a pay claim at the 
GJ6LN. Sankey works. Last night 
compromise peace formula was 
put forward to union officials and 
this morning the shop stewards 
voted by a majority to recommend 
that the 5,500 strikers accept it. 

The men will vote on It to- j 
morrow and if they decide to call 
off the strike will be back at work 
on Tuesday— Monday being the 
national August Bank holiday here.

Soviet Ambassador to Egypt, 
Sergei Vinogradov, Dies at 63 


MOSCOW. Aug. 27 (AP).— Sergei 
A, Vinogradov, 62. Soviet ambassa- 
dor to Cairo since 1967, died in 
Moscow today after what Tass call- 
ed “a short and grave illness.” 

The obituary published by the 
official Soviet news agency was 
signed by Communist parly chief 
Leonid L Brezhnev, Premier Alexei 
N. Kosygin and President Nikolai 
V. Podgomy. 

Tass praised him as a “prominent 
Soviet diplomat who gave his en- 
tire life, knowledge and energies to 
serving the cause of the Communist 
party and the Soviet people.” 

Former Professor 

A former history professor. Mr. 
Vinogradov began bis diplomatic 
career in 1940 as a counselor and 
later as Soviet ambassador to Tur- 
key. From 1946 to 1949. he head- 
ed the Department of UN Affairs 
at the Soviet Foreign Ministry 
then took charge of the first Eu- 
ropean Department for a year be- 
fore being appointed chief of the 
Committee for Sound Broadcasting 
of the Soviet Council of Minis ters. 

He served as Soviet ambassador 
to France for 12 years, from 1953 
to 1965. 

Mr. Vinogradov was an adviser 
to the Soviet delegation at the 
1954 foreign ministers' conference 
in Berlin, served as a member of 
the Soviet delegation at the 1955 
Big-Four Conference in Geneva 
and attended the Paris Big-Four 
Conference in 1960. 

As ambassador to Egypt, he help- 
ed supervise the growing Soviet 
military aid being channeled into 
the Arab war effort against Israel.

Simultaneously the Advisory 
Committee on Administrative and 
Budgetary Questions, the General 
Assembly's watchdog group on ex- 
penses, published its own estimates. 
It recommended that 61,872.400 be 
cut from the secretary-general's 
request and an additional $1,557,700 
be excluded from his original 
estimate, since he Intends to revise 
the Secretariat's personnel require- 
ments.

Pictorial Splendor

T3AR3S, Aug. 27. — “Anne ol the 
Thousand Days'* tat ths 
Pranc-e-Elys^es in English'^ is 
a screen version of Maxwell An- 
derson's play about Henry VUE’S 
second marriage. Vast in scope, 
it embraces Henry's Infatuation 
with Anne Boleyn, her stubborn 
resistance to his wooing— he hes 
seduced and abandoned her 
older sister — until he premises 
to make her queen. It recounts 
Henry's divorce from Catherine 
of Aragon, resulting in Eng- 
land's breach with Rome and 
Anne's downfall when she falls 
to bear a son. A victim of court 
intrigue, she is tried for adultery 
and dispatched to the Tower. 

Anderson was an efficient, if 
often over-ambitious, playmaker 
and. under his pen, the story 
flows fluently. It serves the 
film with a dramatic retelling 
of historic incidents, though in 
the adaptation, come surgery 
has been performed on the 
original blank verse text. One 
does net regret the removal of 
certain Anderson soliloquies, but 
a few by Shakespeare might 
have been substituted to ad- 
vantage. After all, the Sard's 
Catherine of Aragon is a re- 
warding role and Wolsey's fa- 
mous long farewell would have 
fitted perfectly, the crafty car- 
dinal being extremely well acted 
by Anthony Quayle. 

The production is one cf 
blaming pictorial splendor. The 
artistry of the color camera 
composition seems to transform 
tlie screen with its rich array 


of magnificent: costumes and 
decor into a gallery of old 
master canvases. In contrast, 
the urgency of the tragedy 
flickers low after Henry has wed 
Anne and the latter half of 
the motion picture goes into a 
sudden and curious theatrical 
decline. 

Genevieve Bujold's Ann« is 
similarly divided. Though she 
sometimes appears to Imagine 
that she is the Kate of “The 
Taming of the Shrew,” she dis- 
plays, as the willful, self-con- 
fident, scheming girl of the be- 
ginning, an all-conquering, ado- 
lescent charm and. perversity in 
her calculating coquetry that 
very effectively illustrates the 
attraction she holds for the 
lustful monarch. Later, as the 
harassed queen, she is not al- 
ways capable of rising to the 
dramatic challenge and is far 
less convincing. Hers is an at- 
tention-riveting performance, 
but it is promising rather than 
fully accomplished. 

Richard Burton of dissipated 
mien, lordlv manner and 
mighty- voice, makes an ideal 
blui'f King Henry. John Coh- 
ere scores strongly ns the con- 
niving. ambition-ridden Crom- 
well. Indeed. Col ires delineates 
villainy so forcefully and repul- 
sively that the spectator might 
be comforted by a reminder 
that Cromweil was later be- 
headed. 

• * * 

In “La Rupture" 'at the Ccu 
lisee* one finds Claude Cha- 
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brol, the New Wave cin403tc, 
at his best and at his most 
Chabrolesque. 

He has taken a weird horror 
novel and extracted from its 
delirious contents a by iiiifi.n i-. 
film. A. knowledgeable artist, 
he operates on two levels in his 
narration, moving from reality 
to unreality with an amazing 
dexterity that carries his au- 
dience with him on these dan- 
gerous expeditions. 

Tlie scenario concerns the 
separation of a young married 
couple, caused by the husband's 
homocidal maniac - depression. 
His wealthy parents, anxious 
for his divorce and for the 
custody of their little grandson, 
engage a wily loafer to spy on 
their daughter-in-law in hopes 
of obtaining detrimental evi- 
dence about her moral char- 
acter. She has taken quarters 
in a sinister boardinghouse, the 
proprietress of which has an 
idiot child. Among the paying 
guests are a trio of mainly old 
spinsters, a ne'er-do-well actor 
and the hired spy. 

The film, half grimly natu- 
ralistic and half nightmare 
fantasy, is a mystery story and 
relies on suspense and surprises 
for countless episodes. Chabrol 
piles horror on horror, but 
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some feel he has gone too far 
in at least one unsavory pas- 
sage. 

The acting offers a medley of 
styles, cleverly orchestrated by 
Chabrol’s direction. Stephane 
Audran, suffering more torments 
than ever beset a saw-mill 
melodrama heroine, wins one’s 
sympathy at once and retains It 
with a fresh and appealing inter- 
pretation. Jeen- Pierre Cassel is 
wholly persuasive as the Sleazy 
blackmailer. Michel Bouquet Is 
the heavy father to perfection 
and Jean-Claude Drouot as the 
demented husband boldly intro- 
duces an all-out performance in 
the avant-garde theater manner 
and. with histrionic daring, ac- 
complishes his mission in a most 
difficult assignment. 

* * * 

“The Virgin and the Gypsy" 
(at the Arlequin and the Para- 
mount-Blysees) is an adroit cel- 
luloid transcription of DH. Law- 
rence’s novelette. In atmosphere, 
in mood, in performance, in 
period sense and in dramatic 
development, it strikingly cap- 
tures the haunting quality of its 
celebrated source. 

It has, true enough, tackled a 
less imposing task than did the 
film version of Lawrence’s “Wo- 
men in Love." but it has. U 
seems to me. been more success- 
ful in its purpose.

—People dont speak of 
Charlie Parker much now. His 
name is rarely seen, in print. 
It is almost an event of great 
magnitude when his music is 
heard on the radio and it is 
an unusual privilege t® k* 5 
work in record shops. 

Many young people never 
have heard of Parker and many 
of his contemporaries have 
forgotten him. It Is astonish- 
ing how quickly the memory 
of a great artist can be nB * 
elected in the fury of com- 
mercialism. 

Parker, whose music was the 
model for a generation of jazz- 
men and whose personal habits 
were copied by a legion of 
hipsters, has been slighted by 
business interests that have 
focused entirely on the cur- 
rently popular. 

If Porker bad lived, he would 
have been 50 on ' L urday. 
There are no fonreu ccL'jnem- 
o ratio ns planned, although 
memorial concerts are held in 
New York and Chicago each 
year around the anniversary of 
his death. 

'Bird Lives’ 

When Parker died in 1355, 
many of his followers scribbled 
the epigram "Bird lives" on 
walls all over New York 
(Parker's nickname “Yardbird* 
was oiten shortened to Bird.) 
This same aphorism can be 
seen occasionally In odd places 
and it is not wishful thinking 
in one sense. Indeed, Bird 
lives on in the work of every 
modern jazzman and many 
other jazzmen from previous 
eras. 

He was the dominant figure 
in jazz from 1345 to his death, 
and even afterward the 
strength of his Influence was 
not lessened until the advent 
of Ornette Coleman in I960. 
Parker was a founder of the 
modem jazz movement, some- 
times called bebop in its early 
stages. 

Although he was an alto saxo- 
phonist. the Impact of his music 
touched all instrumentalists. 
Louis Armstrong is the only 
other jazz soloist who can be 
mentioned in the same cate- 
gory as Parker. 

Pianist Lennie Tristano once 
said: “ If Charlie Parker want- 
ed to invoke plagiarism laws, 
he could sue almost everybody 
who’s made a record in the 
last ten years.” 

Tradition 

In the beginning, Parker 
drew on the rich musical tradi- 
tion of Kansas City, Missouri, 
where he grew up. He began 
his study of music in the city’s 
schools and began playing pro- 
fessionally at age 25. 


Parker played in several 
Kansas CHty-bas«i bands, and 
also traveled around the cou»-« 
try. In IS®, he joined the Jay 
MoShann orchestra and made 
his first recordings. In the early 
1940s, he tpok part In jam ses- 
sions at Minton’s Playhouse Jn 
Harlem with Dizzy GSleode, 
Thetonloua Monk, Kenny Clarke 
and Charlie Christum. These 
sessions were a seminal equree 
for the development of modern 

jazz. 

In 1943, he joined the Sail 
Hines orchestra cf which trum- 
peter Gillespie was a member. 
The two. largely associated with 
the creation of modern Jazz in 
the public eye, were thus able 
to assimil ate each others ideas. 

By 1945.- Parker and Gillespie 
had their own group and the 
radical changes they advocated 
were having widespread ‘ effect 
Many older musicians resisted. 
Billy Eekstine tells the story 
of how the great tenor saxo- 
phonist, Ben Webster, snatched 
a tenor out of Parker's bands 
on? night on a bandstand and 
exclaimed: "That horn ain't 
fi'posed to sound that fast." 

Not only did Parker continue 
to play fast, but he went on 
to turn jazz around rhythmical- 
ly. harmonically and: melodical- 
ly.

Parker’s masochistic response 
to racial discrimination and the 
cruelties of American commer- 
cialism typified the attitude of 
black musicians in the 1940s.

Powell. Pats Navarro. Warden 
Gray— fell victim to the same 
excesses and menial anguish, 
that destroyed him. 

They wanted to be more than 
mere entertainers and when 
their hopes were dashed they 
brutalized themselves. Perhaps 
this is why many contemporary 
black musicians, aware of what 
happened to their predecessors, 
expect no quarter from white 
America and have immersed 
themselves in blackness.

ASC Aims 

Mr. Dove declines to answer 
questions about TTs computer 
plans, including whether the 
company 'will seek customers 
for the ASC or other TT com- 
puters. the pricing of the ASC 
and whether still other types 
of computers are planned." 

TT president, Mark Shepherd 
Jr., did say recently that: 

“There are many scientific 
problems.' such as ballistic mis- 
sile defense, weather forecast- 
ing, air traffic control and 
seismic data processing that re- 
quire the high-speed processing 
of large masses of data.” and 
that TTs ASC “is designed to 
solve these types of problems."

One reason for TTs reluc- 
tance to be explicit on its com- 
puter plans is that the com- 
pany is a big supplier of elec- 
tronic components to present 
computer makers and remains 
unsure how its customers might 
view it as a competitor, sources 
here say. 

The computer field is just 
one of many that the company 
is entering with an eye to 
reaching its announced goal ot 
S3 billion in sales by the close 
of this decade. 

Mr. Dove said management 
expects profits to be “commen- 
surate" with that sales level. 

The sales goal means TI must 
more than triple its current 
size. During l9?0's first half, 
the Dallas company earned 
$75 million on sales of $443 
million. 

But TT has a 25-year record 
of sustained growth— a 26 per- 
cent compound average rise in 
sales in 1946-1969 and 27 per- 
cent in earnings — that made it 
one of the glamour stocks of 
the bull market of the 1960s. 

Product Mix 

Mr. Dove says the sale of 
non-electronics products and 
services now accounts for a big 
and growing share of total 
sales.

Upturn in U.S. 
Is Signaled 
By Indicators 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (APi.— 
The UJS. government's broad index 
of “leading indicators" on eco- 
nomic activity rose significantly in 
July, giving a firm basis tar hope 
that the business slowdown is draw- 
ing to an end, the Commerce De- 
partment reported today. 

Coupled with the previous day's 
report that wholesale prices fell 
for the first time ta two years, 
the indicators' rise was further 
encouragement to the Nixon ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Nixon has been trying to 
cope with a faltering economy and 
growing inflation less than three 
months before the congressional 
elections, and while the adminis- 
tration has been firmly optimistic, 
it has lacked statistical backup. 
3.6 Percent Jump 
The Indicators, which are com- 
puted in an effort to predict the 
economy's movements over coming 
months, rose 3.6 percent during 
’July, the largest monthly gain 
since April, 1969. The department 
also announced today that in June 
the indicators rose 05 percent, 
rather than declining 0.1 percent 
as previously estimated. 

It was the first time in more 
than a year that the index has 
risen for two consecutive months. 

The wholesale price decrease an- 
nounced yesterday gave some hope 
that consumer prices will at least 
rise at a slower rate, as they 
generally follow the wholesale 
trend. But most of the wholesale 
drop was in food prices, an area, 
subject to wide fluctuations. 

The indicators, as a preview of 
business improvement, give some 
hope of increasing production and 
the politically attractive possibility 
of reduced unemployment. 

Passer Comments 
The figures released today are 
based on preliminary data and 
in general such estimates have been 
significantly revised when definite 
material Is gathered. 

But Assistant Commerce Secre- 
ary Harold Passer noted today 
that of the eight indicators avail- 
able for the preliminary calcula- 
tions, six showed improvement. 
This, he said, attested to the 
breadth of tbe general economic 
recovery now under way. 

“The recent behavior of the lead- 
ing ind i ca tors," he said, “provides 
solid support for the expectation 
that business activity is resuming 
its advance."

r * was Randall Jarrell. Z be- 
lieve, who remarked that he 
could never quite get over the 
ease and nonchalance with 
which his students came to a 
reading of Eliot's "The Waste 
Land.’* a poem that in spite of 
its familiarity still made him 
wary. That these students had 
stood on the shoulders of giants. 
Including lus. was a fact he 
must have been aware of. 
Nevertheless, what had remain- 
ed a battle for him had become 
a victory to r them. 

I was reminded of his com- 
ment on. reading through these 
first books of poetry among 
others that bad come across xny 
desk recently. What is most 
evident is the way the lessons 
of modernism (for lack of a 
better word) have been -absorb- 
ed. As everyone who deals with 
the general public knows, mod- 
ern poetry presents formidable 
obstacles to the reader. Guide- 
lines have been obliterated, the 
past destroyed, and poetry is 
poetry no longer. It is not 
beautiful, pretty or lofty. Forms 
axe so open that much of It 
appeaxs formless. To the. un- 
accustomed reader ftere are no 
helpful signs like beginning 
capitals or rhymes or equally 
structured stanzas. 

The language is flat col- 
loquial; the subjects unpoetac, 
the Imagery violent or unpalar 
table. There is no rhy thmic. 
regularity; transitions are few, 
the thought is difficult.- That 
the poetry of the past is also 
difficult carries little weight 
with those to whom a hard- 

breathing r r>m«.rrHmgm is syn- 

oqymous with beautiful verse. 
They look on poetry as a form 
rather than as a texture or 
quality. When the shape 
changes, they lose the sub- 
stance. 

But to the young poets today, 
the precepts of modernism are 
self-evident. They do not really 
think about them; they simply 
use *hgm: - And they are sur- 
prisingly able. In fact, what 
these three books have in com- 
mon is competence, soreness of 
touch, absence of effort or 
strain. The poems are not equal- 
ly successful, not always suc- 
cessful even within their own 
covers but to repeat a phrase 
used, earlier, the battle is over, 
victory secured. 

This gap between practitioner 
and public may seem surpriring 
in the light of what appears to 
be the Instant appreciation of 
the new, indeed a hysterical 
surge to greet it But it can 
be noticed too in concertgoing, 
where the young people simply 
won't attend another Philhar- 
monic concert of the Brahms 
B-Flat. a work they have heard 
four times in the last month 
and one they can play at home 
any time they wish. 

Of the three books. Mr. Root's 
leans more heavily on the na- 
tural world, with man in the 
center, enduring, contending, 
harmnnlrfng with nature; Hie 
la carefully observant 
B3s approach is not mystical or 


pantheistic. It Is sober, re , 
tic.

The 
American was ahead as the divers 
moved into the final, but the 
Soviet girl won, 323.61 points to 
317.70. 

Yasuo Taka da of Japan picked 
up a silver medal in the men's 
200-meter butterfly, behind Ferris, 
and Nobutaka Taguchi broke the 
Japanese national record in the 
men's 200-meter breaststroke in 
2:29.4 to get a bronze.

The British quartet of MayH, 
Harris, McGregor and Jarvis cover- 
ed the 800-meter freestyle relay in 
8:28. 

In other results, the Uhited 
States continued to advance in the 
basketball qualifications, crushing 
Ftance 114-65.

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Paint Me No Flattery

T ONDON.—Down to tbe Na- 
L tional Portrait Gallery to 
see the new painting of Prin- 
cess Margaret which is causing 
the great con trovers} - . Well, 
the Dress says there is a great 
controversy, but the British 
public is not 
stajxtpeding the 
gallery this 
morning with 
portrait-slashing 
derices. There 
are exactly eight 
of us in the 
presence of the 
contro v e r s i a l 
canvas, and all 
are breathing 
normally. 

Why are oil portraits of state 

celebrities invariably “contro- 
versial''? 1 The Peter Hurd por- 
trait of Lyndon Johnson be- 
striding narrow Washington like 
a colossus was. in the Presi- 
dent's eyes, the ugliest thing he 
had ever seen in his life. A 
recent portrait of Queen Eliza- 
beth XL making her look twice 
as regal as any post-restoration 
queen would have dared to be. 
has been criticized as Insulting. 

Thus ever the lot of the por- 
trait painter. Zt must be a 
frustrating art form— the paint- 
er struggling to put life on 
canvas, the customer reluctant 
to pay for anything but flattery. 
Now that we are all liberated, 
of course, the portraitist is free 
to make a mess of the face of 
the hand that feeds him. and 
his patron is expected to take it 
hi good grace. 

Brian Organ, the princess's 
painter, has not made a mess 
of her face, but he has left 
half of it blurred in a curious 
fog. The representation, how- 
ever, is unmistakable. Color is 
sparse, the background stark 
and the head small in relation 
to the vast acreage of the can- 
vas. StilL only the mast captious 
royalist could take fright. 

The traditional plight of the 
portrait painter is better il- 
lustrated on the gallery’s top 
floor, where the Tudors, their 
ministers and ladies march off 
down the corridors under the 
hooded glare of Holbein's mag- 
nificent Henry VUL 
* ♦ * 

Of all this parade, only Henry 
is thoroughly credible. All 
majesty and ruthlessness and, 
yes, intelligence. And what a 
readiness to use power. You 
would not want to be invited 
over to play poker with this 
man. for be could beat you six 
ways, including — but only if he 
had to— a royal decree &at 


your hand was worthless, and 
cheating. 

He had a noble temperament 
that understood the gravity of 
an. a rare trait in a politician. 
How do we know? If he had 
not, Holbein's portrait would not 
be around today. It says some- 
thing less for his remarkable 
daughter, Elizabeth, that there 
is no comparable picture of her 
in this gallery. Such portraits 
as exist bear so little resem- 
blance to one another that they 
might be of different women, 
and none exudes the least 
breath of life. 

Was it painter or statesman 
who decreed that posterity 
should not see the Tudors as 
they were In life? Here are 
dozens of pictures of these 15th 
and early 16th-century celebri- 
ties, names as well known as 
Johnny Carson's, famous for 
writing, fighting, conniving, ex- 
ploring, and each one looks like 
tbe one before. 

Wolsey, Cranmer, Thomas 
Cromwell. Raleigh. Essex, Leices- 
ter. Costumes change to suit 
the office, hairlines vary from 
man to man. here and there a 
beard breaks the monotony, but 
the faces have no identity. 


Someone obviously was being 
careful not to assert himself. 
In Henry's time it may have 
been the subjects, whose faces 
on canvas an have that careful 
look of guarded noncommifment 
affected by Mafiosi at the police 
station. 

- Considering Henry’s tendency 
to put advisers aside unpleas- 
antly when their usefulness 
declined, it is conceivable that 
his men preferred not to call 
attention to themselves. Hence 
these discreet representations in 
which all appear in the sawn 
mask. 

The Elizabethan peacocks 
must have been a different case. 
It was a time when men liked 
ca ll i ng attention to themselves. 
Perhaps they did. not want 
painters doing the «»Hrn g f 0r 
them, and so settled for a life- 
less flattery which mnfrp* them 
all, seen through such a depth 

of ■ time, look as alike as 

peacocks. 

Persons ordering then: por- 
traits probably believe, in most 
cases, that they are ordering the 
monuments through which pos- 
terity will see them. The lesson 
of the National Portrait Gal- 
lery is not very original. The 
one person there who seems 
physically present. Henry vnx 
is the one who submitted fo the 
sovereignty of a great artist.

Vadim Makes His First Film in America

TT OLLYWOOD.— For the past five years 
^ Roger Vadim has been referred to 
here more often as Jane Fonda’s husband 
than as the enfant terrible of Prance's 
New Wave. 

But now as Vadim ends two years of 
voluntary inactivity by making his first 
film in America, "Pretty Mai d s All in a 
Row.” he may very well be once again 
the figure of controversy he has been 
throughout his career. 

That is because "Pretty Maids All in 
a Row.” adapted for the screen by Gene 
Roddenherry and William Hanley from 
the Frauds Polllni novel, is a comedy 
so pitch-black that publicity agents beg 
you not to give away the plat. Regard- 
less of whether Vadim is successful at 
pulling it off. it' seems safe to predict 
that it will not be met by indifference. 

Onetime Actor 


Ever since Vadim, a onetime actor, 
journalist and screenwriter, made his 
directorial debut in 1956 with "... And 
God Created Woman.’" which made his 
then-wife Brigitte Bardot an Inter- 
national sex symbol, both his career and 
private life have been the subject of 
sensational publicity. 

His pictures became renowned for their 
eroticism, and Miss Bardot was succeeded 
by Danish starlet Annette Stroyberg and 
then by Catherine Deneuve (whom he 
did not marry but who bore him a son) 
and. finally, by Miss Fonda, from whom 
he is somewhat estranged. 

The notoriety that has swirled about 
Vadim has tended to obscure a very real 
if erratic talent. Most film historians 
cite Chabrol's "Le Beau Serge" 11957) as 
the first true New Wave film, but there 
is no question that’ 1 ... And God Created 
Woman," with Its combination of com- 
mercial success and defiance of conven- 
tional morality, helped immeasurably to 
launch a whole new generation, of young 
French directors who have been a major 
influence on filmmakers everywhere ever 
since. 


Fourteen years and ten features' later, 
Vadim is now living in a rambling,, 
ramshackle old house at Malib u; Calif.' 
At 12, he remains boyishly slim and has 
a homely-handsome face like Jean- Paul 
Belmondo. There's an indolent, self- 
assured air about him that makes it easy 
to understand why he has attracted so 
many celebrated beauties. 

“Since this month I’ve been working 
on 'Pretty Maids All in a Row’.” said 
Vadim. "The story is located in a high 
school in sort of a beach town. It coaid 
be California, it could be Oregon. It's 
not a provincial high school, but it’s not 
Hollywood either. It's very American, 
civilized— average ... 

"Usually it doesn't work for a foreign 
director in Hollywood. It seems that 
Italian or French directors are not very 
lucky here, rm not going to mention any 
names. One of the things that happens 
is that they think they know the country 
but they, don't. They think it’s a huge 
zoo and. show only the thing s that 
surprise them. 

Not Typical 

"But Tm not a typical French director. 

I had my first big success here, and I 
do not have a point to prove by being 
here. The story happens to be in this 
country. I hope to bring my style and 
a flavor of what's happening today to it.” 

As Vadim talked he tried to keep tab 
of his children— Tm baby-sitting today. 
It's the nurse's day off"— whom he was 
in the process of shipping off to their 
respectivg mothers as the starting date 
of “Pretty Maids" drew near. 

“Nathalie, who Is 12. was here till 
yesterday. She's always lived with me 
most the time. I send her away to Ber- 
muda to her mother (Annette Stroy- 
berg). 

"Tomorrow I send Christian to Ca- 
therine — he's just seven. Then I send 
Vanessa to Jane in New York. (Chris- 
tian and 20-month-old Vanessa resemble 
their mothers more than they do their 
father.! Tm scared someday I’ll send 


the wrong child to the wrong mother!" 

The mention of -Miss Fonda seemed a 
good opening for the question of. the 
status of Vadim's marriage to - her. 

About Jane 

"Jane- is really interested 20 hours a 
day in her politics. It's not any more 
just the Tnd la n<; — .ft - s much more than 
that. I don't think it is right for me, a 
foreigner, to get involved. 

"Since four months, she's spending as 
much time as she could with f.hgai* tilings. 
I don't see her very much. I don't know 
what will happen. Well see. 

Tm wise, and IU survive. There's this 
old Chinese proverb— how do I say it?— 
about not fighting against . the current 
of the river. Well, I don't fight the cur- 
rent of the river. And if I a nice 
beach along the bank of the river IU 
stay there. 

"Time is not your enemy, time must 
be your friend. Even Jane doesn’t know 
that. Time Is an abstraction we have to 
accept. i don't try to impose on time. 
It’s happened sometimes that I have to 
do in a few days what's supposed to take 
months. This is being civilized." 

Vadim is always referred to simply as 
Vadim by his friends— never Roger— not. 
as Hedda Hopper once suggested, "in 
the way we honor Garbo by piiTwinnftng 
her given name" but because that is 
actually his first name. 

His true name is Plexniannikov, arid 
his father, who died In the late '30s, was 
a Russian emigre who became a French 
diplomat. As a child, Vadim lived in 
Alexandria and . in Turkey and hn< vivid 
wartime memories. 

Best of all he remembers D-day — but 
not for the usual reasons. T was sleep- 
ing in a bam same 40-50 mfimg from 
Normandy. With me was a girl, a 
mate at acting school. About 5 or 6 in 
the morning I lost my virgin it y. At just 
that moment there was a terrific blast, 
the ceiling started to falL I wondered, 
‘What had I done?' ”
